Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's arguments on pages 3-4, with respect to the applied teachings of the Heggesstad et al. reference, the 
Examiner maintains that Heggesstad et al. does in fact teach establishing communication from onboard the locomotive. As Applicant 
acknowledges, Heggesstad et al. teaches that, "Upon approaching the interlocking 88, the onboard computer 48 commands the radio 50 
to go to its transmit mode and request authority from the wayside command unit 34." The action of going to a transmit mode is 
necessarily attempting and establishing communication (outbound) from onboard the locomotive. Further, as this transition into trasmit 
mode is in response to approaching interlocking 88, it is necessarily a result of determining onboard the location of the locomotive. 
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
